School Kid's Pay for Guns, 


TPHE first effect of the slash proposed in 
the US government’s budget for school 
lunch and special milk funds came over the 
weekend. Owen J. Roberts school put up the 
price of luncheons by five cents. 
School children now must pay 40 cents 
for lunch. This is not a big increase, but it 
is an added burden to parents. 
A rise in 
milk prices may follow. 
Thus every child who buys his lunch in 
school is being forced to pay for President 
Johnson’s “ guns and butter” budget which 
proposes a 30 percent cut in the school food 
budget. The proposed 98 million dollar slash 
will reduce the total school lunch and spec­ 
ial milk budgets from the current 305 mil­ 
lion dollars to 204 million dollars. 
Unless 
local school boards make up the difference, 
“ this will mean an increase of five cents or 
more in the price of a child’s lunch and an 
increase of at least four or five cents in the 
price of a half pint of milk. 
Pottstown and area parents are urged 
to write to their Congressmen in Wash­ 
ington, asking that Congress support the 
school lunch program and overrule the 
budget reductions. 
It indeed would be unfortunate, if the 
children of this country were to be the first 
to suffer from such an ill-conceived budget 
recommendation. 
If this nation can afford 
to spend vast amounts of money on health, 
welfare and education 
programs 
for 
the 
rest of the world, it can certainly afford to 
continue its marginal support of school food 
service programs. 
Also deplored is the change in emphasis 
made by the adm inistration in its apparent 
desire to make the school lunch program a 
welfare program instead of an educational 
program in food and nutrition available to 
all children. 
*

The national school lunch program is ad­ 
ministered by the US Department of Agri­ 
culture and serves an average of 18 million 
school children daily. 
More than 70,000 non­ 
profit elementary 
and 
secondary 
schools 
participate in the program, 
they receive 
reimbursement in the form, of cash payments 
based on the number of 
lunches 
served, 
modified by a formula of need relating the 
per capita income of the state to the na­ 
tional per capita income. 
In addition to cash reimbursements, the 
schools receive surplus commodities. Some 
of the commodities are donated directly to 
the school lunch program. 
Others are pur­ 
chased by the government out 
of 
federal 
school lunch funds at parity prices. 
On the 
average, 17 to 20 percent of the foods used 
in the school lunch program are commodity 
foods. 
The budget slash drastically will re­ 
duce the purchase of commodities by 
the government at parity prices. There 
has already been a serious depletion in 
surpluses, and foods once considered as 
surplus 
commodities 
are 
no 
longer 
available to the school lunch 
program. 
Many of these surpluses are the 
high 
protein foods that are essential to chil­ 
dren’s diets. 
The reduction in 
these 
vital surpluses is already being felt by 
school lunch programs. 
In 1965, schools received 
96 
million 
dollars worth of beef. In 1966, they received 
only 20 million dollars, worth of beef, a re­ 
duction of 78 percent.

The school lunch program is non-profit 
and m eals are priced on a cost basis. 
Any 
reduction in cash reim bursem ents or sur­ 
plus commodities must be passed on to fam ­ 
ilies in the form of 
increased 
prices 
for 
school lunches and milk. 
Increasingly large numbers of 
students 
cannot go home for lunch for many good rea­ 
sons. 
Lunch hours have been shortened, in 
some cases to only 20 or 30 minutes, so that 
there is no time for the children to go home. 
More and more students are transported 
by bus which makes going home for lunch 
im practical. 
The volume of heavy traffic 
on the streets makes it desirable to keep 
the children in school at noon. 
More and 
more mothers are working and 
are 
not 
home to prepare a hot lunch for the 
chil­ 
dren. 
The hot meal the child buys in school 
provides him with one-third of the daily diet­ 
ary allowances as determ ined by the 
Na­ 
tional Research council.

Wilson Names Date 


Of National Elections

Britain will choose a new gov­ 
ernm ent in national elections 
March 31. Prim e Minister Har­ 
old Wilson named the date Mon­ 
day night in a calculated gam­ 
ble to keep his Labor party in 
power until 1971. 
The announcement from No. 
10 Downing St. ended weeks of 
speculation and mounting pres­ 
sure on Wilson from his backers 
to call an election while Labor 
seemed likely to win. It also 
brought the Conservatives — 
underdogs in the betting — out 
fighting. 
" I ’m delighted the fight is 
on,” said the Conservative lead­ 
er, Edward Heath. "We will 
attack Labor’s record of mis- 
government and failure to solve 
the nation’s fundamental prob­ 
lem s.” 
The opinion polls and the bet­ 
ting odds predict a Labor victo­ 
ry. 
Wilson 
will 
run 
on 
his 
record, and the Conservatives 
against it. 
The main 
campaign theme 
probably will be a replay of the 
1964 race, when the chief issue 
was which party could do the 
better job of modernizing Brit­ 
ain. 
a * a 
By electing a Labor govern­ 
m ent 15 months ago with a tiny 
margin, British voters appeared 
to indicate they hadn’t really 
m ade up their minds. Politi­ 
cians on both sides of the fence 
hope this election will yield a 
clear-cut result. 
Parliam ent will be dissolved 
March 10 and the new House of 
Commons will meet April 18. 
Queen Elizabeth II, who pro­ 
claims the dissolution formally, 
gave her approval by telegram 
and then by letter from the 
West Indies, where she is on 
tour. She will return March 7 to 
complete the formalities. 
Wilson’s 
government has a 
working majority of only three 
votes in the present House ot 
Commons. The lineup is Labor 
314, Conservatives 302, Liberal 9 
and 3 non voting members of the 
speaker’s panel. Two vacancies, 
one from each party, fill out the 
complement of 630 seats. 
After 15 months of walking a 
political tightrope anchored to 
this 
fragile 
majority, 
Wilson 
probably feels he has pushed his 
luck far enough. 
Pressure for a new election 
began building inside the Labor 
party last fall. A Labor member 
died, cutting the party’s m ajori­ 
ty tem porarily to two. He was 
succeeded 
by 
another 
Labor 
man in 
the January 
special 
election in Hull, where labor 
multiplied its victory margin 
five times.

Public 
opinion 
polls 
were 
going consistently in 
Labor’s 
direction. The latest lead of 14 
per cent would give Wilson a 
m ajority of more than 100 seats 
if reflected in the ballot box. 
However, difficulties loom in 
the months ahead.

economic 
blockade against the rebellious 
whfte government in Rhodesia 
has not achieved its aim of 
bringing the Rhodesians to heel.
